In tbia city ami Gold Hill on Satur- 
day was made the occasion of some 
peculiar festivities, in -which our 
people appear to excel the world.

A. M., and, as the Bank doors were 
opened the eyes of the force behind 
the counters began to dilate and ex-

manity portended business, and of a

•which packed C street. To the

C street as has been seen here in 
many a year. By and by 
bonfires 


began to creep along the sides of 
Mt. Davidson, and when a section of 
the First Nevada Artillery began 
their salute a great flame shot up 
from the summit of the mountain 
throwing its rays far and wide over 
the country, and as tho light streamed 
over the land below the crowds 
surged up and down through the 
city cheering and singing in reckless 
abandon and kindly good feelit'g. 
And well they might, for to this com- 
munity the Bank of California has 
ever stood as a synonym of enter- 
prise and liberal minded progress. 
By midnight tho impecunious had 
fraternized with tho solid men and 
the drouth occasioned by the vocal 
strain of many hours was being 
quenched in a most business like 
manner. Even tho police force were 
oblivious of many a happy fellows 
staggering footsteps, and one in- 
stance is related wherein one of the 
guardians of tho city's morals actu- 
ally escorted a mun past the lock-up 
to his own door, excusing himself 
afterwards for not running the in- 
ebriate in, by saying that "Resump- 
tion's such a sort of new thing on this 
Coast as makes a man sorter un- 
nerved."
